this manner: Have two strips of wood 
measu ring one inch hig h, one inch wide 
and two inches shorter that the leng th 
of the boiler. On these pieces of wood 
tack thin strips of wood that are one 
ami one-half inches shorter than the 
width of the boiler. These cross strips 
shou ld be abou t one inch wide, and 
there shou ld be an inch between two 
strips. 
The wire basket is a saver of time 
and streng th.

When the work is finished re­ 
move the cork from the board, wash 
and dry thorou g hly. A little oil on the 
needles will present ru sting .

This means that the ‘“half- 
breed” ticket, bearing the name of 
Governor LaFollette at its head, will 
be the regular Republican ticket at the 
coming election. The “stalwarts” asked 
the supreme court to enjoin the secre 
tary of state from certifying to tiie 
various county election clerks 
the 
names of the candidates of the LaFol­ 
lette faction of the party. It was de­ 
nied by LaFollette and his friends that 
the supreme court had auy jurisdiction 
in the matter. 


K n o w u a s “H alf-B reeds” and “ S ta lw a r ts. 
The struggle between the followers 
of Governor Robert M. LaFollette, who 
are known as the “half-breeds,” and 
the “stalwarts,” who are headed by 
Senators Spooner and Quarles, orig­ 
inated some time prior to the holding 
of the state convention on May 18, 
1904, when the open rupture between 
the two factions occurred. The state 
central committee, which issued the 
call for the convention, was composed 
of a chairman and twenty-two mem­ 
bers, sixteen of whom were adherents 
of Governor LaFollette. The state cen 
tral committee in its call for the con­ 
vention announced that it would act 
as a committee on credentials and de­ 
termine what delegates were entitled 
to scats in the convention hall. 


T w o C on v e n tion * H e ld . 
The “stalwarts” claim that the state 
central committee, acting as a commit­ 
tee on credentials, excluded from the 
convention many properly accredited 
delegates who were antagonistic to La- 
j Follette and substituted men favorable 
to him. The LaFollette people and the 
majority of the state central commit­ 
tee declare this assertion of the ”stai 
warts” to be untrue, and say that no 
properly accredited delegate was de­ 
nied a scat and that the delegates who 
were finally admitted were the only 
men from the contested districts en 
titled to the privilege. 
After a short 
session the “stalwarts” withdrew and 
held what is known as the “opera 
i house convention.” 
Both conventions 
! nominated candidates. 
The Republic­ 
an national committee decided 
that 
the “opera house convention” was the 
legal convention of the Republican par 
ty in Wisconsin. 


C o u r t’* T o w e r I* D e n ie d . 
It was denied by Governor LaFol­ 
lette and his friends that the supreme 
court has any jurisdiction in the mat­ 
ter, inasmuch as the Republican state 
convention—and theydeclaretheir con­ 
vention to be the only legal convention 
—is the proper authority to declare 
who the candidates for the state of­ 
fices shall ‘be. 
The question decided 
by the court was whether or not it 
had the power to enjoin the secretary 
of state as requested 
by the “stal­ 
warts.” An affirmative decision meant 
that the “stalwarts” were entitled to 
have the names of their candidates up­ 
on the tickets at the November elec­ 
tion—«a negative decision gives 
the 
ticket to the “half-breeds.” 
The de­ 
cision carries with it, moreover, the 
control of the party machinery.

The response was made on be­ 
half of the convention by Sid B. Red­ 
ding, of Arkansas, national treasurer. 
The call was read by E. W. Weeks, 
of Iowa, secretary of 
the National 
League, and the biennial address of 
President Moore was delivered. 
Five thousand people crowded Tom­ 
linson hall at night to hear Hon. Leslie 
M. Shaw, secretary of the treasury, 
and George A. Knight, of California, 
address the delegates attending the 
convention. An escort of .‘1,000 accom­ 
panied the speakers and League offi­ 
cers from the hotel to the hall.

J ohn W. Mu sser, one of the early 
settlers of this city, died at twenty 
minutes to 5 o’clock Tuesday morning, 
his death being to due paralysis, from 
which he had suffered for a year and 
seven months. He suffered in all four 
strokes, the first of which came on him 
three years ago. 
Four weeks ago he 
was stricken for the fourth time and 
since had been in a most precarious 
condition.

In 1 8 4 4 he wen t to O ttaw a 
where he started in the n ewsp ap er 
bu sin ev s establishin g an d p u blishin g 
till 1 8 50 The Co n stitu tio n alist 
Du r­ 
ing the n ex t fo u rteen y ears he was en ­ 
gaged in farmin g an d in the grain , 
lu mber an d co al trade. In 1 8 64 he re­ 
moved to Dixon, where he operated 
the St. J ames Hotel, which was con­ 
sumed by fire in 18 71. Since that time 
Ottawa has been his home, though 
Dixon has received occasional visits 
from him. 
Mr. Gedney was twice 
married: his first wife died previous to 
his removal to Dixon, and one son by 
this union (Wells Gedney)was drowned 
In Rock River. His second wife and 
three of bis children survlye him.

Recent Storm Damages. 
The electrical storms this season ! 
seem to have been unusually destruc- i 
tive in this and surrounding counties, i 
In nearly every one of them we have 1 
had reports of loss—especially of barns; 
sometimes several have been almost I 
simultaneously fired. 
During the storm of Tuesday night 
a large barn owned by Wm. Carnahan 
one and a half miles east of West 
Brooklyn, was completely destroyed 
by fire, the result of a stroke of light­ 
ning. Tbe stock was all taken out, 
but some forty tons of hay and a large 
quantity of grain were 
destroyed. 
The loss is over $2,000. 
The barn of Ray Derr about one and 
a fourth miles west of West Brooklyn, 
was fired during the same storm and 
destroyed. Here, too, the stock was 
rescued, but hay and oats and some 
machinery were consumed. • 
A bolt of lightning struck a barn on 
the Ackerman farm three miles north­ 
west of Coleta, 
rented by Albert 
Shrader. The building was not igntt- 
ed, but was damaged to the extent of 
about $150.

out in a most telling way.

W ith the opposition in control of the 
house, the hands

senate and the Republican president 
would be completely tied.

publican vote, aided by a few Demo­ 
cratic recalcitrant» who declined to re­ 
spond to the party lash.

the president and his

assed at every turn, to say nothing 
of the disquietude that would prevail 
in business circles through

Representative Joseph W. Babcock 
of Wisconsin, chairman of the Repub­ 
lican national congressional commit­ 
tee. has sounded a warning of the pos­ 
sibilities of inactivity because of over­ 
confidence. 
Mr. Babcock figures tliat. 
the loss of fifteen districts in the 
whole United States m ight give 
the 
Democracy control of the house. 
Lor 
this reason it is apparent tha t Repub­ 
licans in every 
district 
in 
Illinois 
should look well to it that the congres­ 
sional candidates receive» proper sup­ 
port. 
Even if a district is normally 
Republican it must not be taken for 
granted tha t the party nominee will 
be elected without an effort. 
R epresen ta tiv e B a bcock’s W a rning . 
In a discussion of the possibilities of

coming congressional 
elections, 
Mr. Babcock said: 
"In 1898, after McKinley had been 
trium phantly elected two years before 
and in the ex citement of w ar time, 
we carried the house by a bare m a­ 
jority of thirteen, which is plenty to 
do work with when you get to legisla­ 
tion. but is altogether 
too close 
for 
comfort when you are running a cam­ 
paign. 
In 190b we ran our m ajority 
up to thirty-eight 
Two years ago we 
dropped down to about thirty, where 
the ‘m ajority now stands, making al­ 
lowance for vacancies.
